VALDEZ, Alaska — Exxon apolo- 
gized Monday for causing the nation’s 
biggest oil spill and promised to clean 
up every fouled beach in Prince 
William Sound, but workers on those 
greasy-smelling beaches said their ef- 
forts are futile. 

Police continued searching for the 
captain of the tanker Exxon Valdez, 
which crashed into Bligh Reef on 
March 24, spilling 10.1 million gallons 
of North Slope crude. 

The oil slick has now grown larger 
than Rhode Island. Scientists re- 
ported more wildlife deaths and said a 
vital herring fishery was threatened. 
The Prince William Sound fishery is 
avorth more than $150 million annu- 
ally. 

“T want to tell you how sorry I am 
that this accident took place,” said 
Exxon Chairman L.G. Rawl in full- 
page advertisements placed in news- 
papers Monday. 

“We cannot, of course, undo what 
has been done. But I can assure you 
that since March 24, the accident has 
been receiving our full attention and 
will continue to do so.” 

‘More than 1,000 seabirds and at 
least 20 sea otters caught in the oil 
have died, some found covered with 
asphalt-hard oil. Officials said the 
death toll is probably much higher, 
but they have had time to survey only 
a slice of the sound’s 2,500 miles of 
coastline. 

Department of Fish and Game 
spokesman Jon Lyman said Monday a 
deer found dead on Naked Island 
about 25 miles southwest of the 
tanker had apparently eaten contami- 
nated food, an indication of how 
rapidly the spill was spreading. 

“That’s bad news. That’s the top of 
the food chain,” Lyman said. 

On nearby Green Island, hundreds 
of birds lay along the beach, as black 
and lifeless as the oil-smeared rocks 
around them. Sheltered coves and 
rocky points, usually clamoring with 
the sound of gulls and other shore- 
birds, were silent.

“Every day, it’s getting a little 
worse,” otter rescue specialist Chris 
Donohoe said as he squatted by a dead 
sea duck. “You clean a beach up, the 
tide changes, and the oil comes right 
backos? 

Oil is so thick that walking on once 
postcard-perfect beaches is treacher- 
ous, and workers wear hardhats to 
protect against injuries from frequent 
tumbles on rocks. Oil sprayed by 
waves splatters rocks and driftwood 
logs high above the tideline. Beaches 
smell like gas station garages. 

More than half the spawning habi- 
tat used by Prince William Sound her- 
ring has been fouled, said Dennis 
Haanpaa, a fisheries biologist with 
the Alaska Department of Fish and 
Game. 

Exxon officials have conceded that 
beach cleanup efforts so far have been 
futile. But the company said it began 
a new assault with more effective 
gear, more workers and a floating 
command post. 

Exxon Shipping Co. President 
Frank larossi said Exxon planned to 
flush beaches by pumping seawater 
over them, then collect oil from the 
water with skimmers. 

“We intend not to leave until the 
job is done,” Iarossi said. “We intend 
to leave Prince William Sound close to 
what it was before the tragedy.” 

State officials have blasted Exxon’s 
effort to scrub beaches as dismal and 
ineffective. Less than 4 percent of the 
thick crude has been recovered, 

The spill has fouled more than 800 
miles of shoreline in Prince William 
Sound, and the amount grows each 
day. 

Exxon fired Capt. Joseph Hazel- 
wood last week. The 42-year-old skip- 
per admitted drinking before board- - 
ing the Exxon Valdez, according to 
court documents. Blood and urine 
samples taken nine hours after the 
accident indicated he was drunk. 

An arrest warrant has been issued 
in Alaska for him, but his where- 
abouts was unknown. Hazelwood is 
presumed to have gone home to

HAVANA — Presidents Mikhail S. Gorbachev and 
Fidel Castro went behind closed doors Monday for 
marathon talks expected to air their ideological differ- 
ences and highlight the problems of Third World na- 


tions. 


A Soviet spokesman, asked whether Gorbachev 
would offer to forgive Cuba’s massive debt to the Soviet 
Union, said that subject was not discussed specifically, 
although the leaders did talk about the “enormous debt 
plundering the economies” of Latin American countries. 

The spokesman, Gennady I. Gerasimov, said Gor- 
bachev’s initial discussions with Castro and the Cuban

“friendly atmosphere.” 


He also said Gorbachev reported on the Soviet 
Union’s recent multi-candidate parliamentary elections, 
which were seen as a popular victory for the party’s 
reformers. Castro, who has never allowed competitive 
elections in his 30-year rule, has openly criticized Gor- 
bachev’s reforms for borrowing too much from the capi-

Dance hall restrictions legal court says. 


WASHINGTON — Ruling there is no “generalized right of social associa- 
tion,” the Supreme Court said Monday that communities may protect young 
« teen-agers by banning anyone over 18 from some dance halls. 
The court unanimously upheld such a Dallas ban, saying it does not violate 
_ young people’s right to associate with whom they please. 

Although the word “association” does not appear in the Constitution, a long 

series of Supreme Court decisions recognized such a right — including political 
- and familial associations. i 

But writing for the court Monday, Chief Justice William H. Rehnquist said, 

' “We do not think the Constitution recognizes a generalized right of social 
association that includes chance encounters in dance halls.” 

In other matters, the court: 

—Made it significantly easier for law enforcement officials to question, 
search and arrest air travelers suspected of smuggling drugs. 

The court’s 7-2 decision in a case from Hawaii upheld, as had previous high 
court rulings, the use of a drug courier “profile” that drug enforcement agents 
use to identify likely smugglers. 

—Ruled, by a 6-3 vote in a Mississippi case, that state courts lack the 

‘authority to approve adoptions of Indian babies by non-Indians even when the 
natural parents leave the reservation to give up the children.

Social sciences aren't well studied

According to a letter from the Ford 
Foundation, a grant-making and phi- 
lanthropic organization, there is a 
general and noticeable lack of univer- 
sity-level, undergraduate education 
in the social sciences. 

The social sciences, which include 
such disciplines as political science, 
anthropology, sociology and psychol- 
ogy, “provide students with particu- 
larly effective ways to understand the 
complexities of modern life,” accord- 
ing to the letter. 


According to William Rust, direc- - 


tor of the Ford Foundation’s Office of 
Communications, there isn’t a total 
lack of education in the social sci- 
ences. “We just wanted to get the 
research to the undergraduates,” he 
said. “We think the key is to provide 


incentives in the undergraduate cur-. 


riculum.” 

Terry Olson, associate dean for the 
College of Family, Home and Social 
Sciences, said things are a little bet- 
ter at BYU. “We have the largest 
college on campus, which includes 11 
departments and the: David M. 
Kennedy Center for International 
Studies,” he said. There is also a great 


emphasis placed on, social sciences in 
BYU's General Education program. : 

“We teach more non-majors than 
majors in all our classes during an 
academic year,” Olson said. 

John Hawkins, a BYU associate 
professor of anthropology, said he ba- 
sically agrees about the lack of social 
science education on an undergradu- 
ate level. 

“There is a great lack in the entire 


education system moving through el- - 


ementary school through high 
school,” said Hawkins. Students are 
not as “world conscious” as they need 
tobe today. — 


‘The Ford. Foundation said most | 


universities offer courses in the social 
sciences, but they “often do not con- 
vey a broad understanding of social 
science methods and insights.” 

At BYU, there is not a great tradi- 
tion in understanding the corréspond- 
ing cultures as there is in languages, 
he said. 

According to Hawkins, anthropol- 
ogy and the social sciences are not 
well studied because there isn’t a 
large job market. “We just barely get 
by with a few graduates each year” in 
anthropology. 

“BYU’s social sciences are alive 
and well,” said Olson. “And I predict

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Skydiving: a natural high

The thought of diving out of an air- 
plane 3,000 feet or more above 
ground level with nothing more than a 
parachute may be frightening to 
many. But to some, the thrill that 
comes from skydiving cannot be sur- 
passed by any other. 

“There is such an adrenalin rush 
when I’m diving down,” said skydi- 
ver Matt Shaughnessy, 22, a senior 
majoring in finance from Sierra Vista, 
Ariz. “It is a natural high.” 

Skydiving can be traced back to the 
early 1700s, and it is becoming an 
increasingly popular sport. 

Tom McCollough, director of the 
Utah Sky Ranch drop zone in Salt 
Lake City, said many people are be- 
coming more involved because it is 
easier to make the first jump. 

McCollough said there are three 
different techniques used when train- 
ing a prospective skydiver. 

One method is known as the static- 
line approach. In this approach the rip 
cord of the parachute is connected to 
the airplane so when the diver jumps 
the cord is automatically pulled and 
the chute opens within about 3-4 sec- 
onds from leaving the plane. 

This is the only approach used 
which allows the diver to actually 
jump by himself, and the only one 
where the parachute is released im- 
mediately, McCollough said. 

Another approach that is fre- 
quently used and is fast becoming, to 
some, a more preferable way to train 
skydivers is tandem skydiving. 

In tandem skydiving the instructor 
and student are harnessed together in 
the same chute, with the instructor 
piggy-backing the student. 

McCollough said jumping this way 
gives the student the chance to free 
fall for about 35 seconds before 
pulling the rip cord to open the chute. 

“This method gives the student the 
opportunity to feel what it is like to 
free fall from the beginning. It also 
allows the instructor to observe and 
correct the student during the de- 
scent. Hand signals are used for this 
since talking is rather difficult,” Mc- 
Collough said. 

Shaughnessy said he liked skidiv- 
ing using the tandem method because 
it gave him 4 feél for the way his body 


would ‘turn=and moveand ‘how it- 


would jfeact’ 9,000 * feet from the 
ground and moving at 100: milés per 
hour. 

A last method that is used in the 
training of skydivers is called the ac- 
celerated free fall method, or AFF. 
Despite the name, McCollough said 
the actual fall is no faster than an 
ordinary dive. 

The difference is, when diving AFF

the student jumps with two instruc- 
tors, one on each side of him. Straps 
connected to the student’s harness 
are held by the instructors. AFF 
gives the student the opportunity to 
actually free fall by himself, yet still 
have the instructors near to help 
guide and teach. 

AFF and tandem skidiving are gen- 
erally used in conjunction with each 
other when training a prospective 
skydiver. The student will usually 
start off with two tandem jumps and 
then move into the AFF method for 
the remainder of the training. 

McCollough said when people first 
begin to skydive it is important they 
don’t free fall until they have a feeling 
for what it is like. It takes some get- 
ting used to how the body moves and 
what it feels like to fall, he said. 

When free falling, McCollough said 
there is definitely a feeling of speed 
and the wind rushing by. “There is 
also a feeling of floating because the 
body is not supported at any one point 
— the whole body glides on the air,” 
he said. 

Jumping with a static line automat- 
ically pulls the parachute open so the 
student doesn’t have much to do as he 
is falling. The other methods provide 
an. instructor. near by for instruction 
and -help.. “You never, know how 
someone is going to react when they 
get up there and jump,” McCollough 
said. 

Michael McDonald, a junior from 
Las Vegas, Nev., majoring in electri- 
cal engineering, was trained using the 
static-line method. He said he felt 
more comfortable jumping static line 
rather than tandem because he would

If 
they like acting and can do it, it is a 
great opportunity,” Crosland said.

» “Mad Women of Shilo,” which will be 
presented this June. “I have always 
enjoyed drama,” she said. “It is relax- 
ing and a good way I can let go of 
stress.” 

In addition the acting, there are 
also opportunities for students to be- 


come involved in the backstage area. 
This includes doing such things as 
lighting, technical direction and 
props. Credit is also available for 
those who desire it, said Crosland. 

He said acting provides an opportu- 
nity to be exposed to a whole new 
world. He said there are so many dif- 
ferent aspects that go into preparing 
a play which people don’t realize. 

He said acting expands the knowl- 
edge of the people who participate 
because they understand the inter- 
workings of human relationships from 
a different view. “When someone is 
acting, they become enlightened to 
the time period, the place, the people 
and the problem,” he said. 

It is also an opportunity for the ac- 
tor to become more self-aware, 
Crosland said. In an indirect way, by 
playing the role of another individual, 
it allows for reflection with respect to 
es that is being played, he 
said. 

“The actor is not detached and can 
actually experience the feelings and 
thoughts of the character,” said 
Crosland. 

An audition for a theater produc- 
tion usually consists of performing ei- 
ther a prepared speech from a play or

hate to have somebody else in control. 
“T was really well-trained as to what I 
could expect and what would happen. 
I really had no fear the first time I 
jumped,” he said. 

He said after his first jump it was a 
gradual process moving into the free 
fall method of skydiving. He said he 
learned what it felt like to fall without 
a chute open and how to judge his 
distance from the ground so he could 
have proper control of his chute. 

McCollough said skydiving is as 
safe as a person makes it. He said 
understanding thoroughly the con- 
cepts taught during the ground train- 
ing is essential to safety. “Keeping 
current and understanding the emer- 
gency procedures is also vital,” he 
said. 

McCollough said figures for 1988 
show that out of 2.25 million skydives 
made involving 115,000 different sky- 
divers, 23 fatalities were reported. 

Jalene McDonald, a junior major- 
ing in accounting, said when she was 
trained to jump the first time, she 
received four to six hours of theory 
training in which she was told how the 


parachute worked, emergency meth- . 


ods and some techniques that were 
necessary for the jump. 

She ‘said. ‘she was also given* two 
hours of practical training where she 
did some maneuvers so she could get 
used to the feeling of the parachute 
and of landing on the ground. 

“There is nothing like the feeling of 
skydiving. It is more exciting than 
riding a roller coaster. It is a thrill,” 
McDonald said. 

Shaughnessy said the first time he 
jumped he was scared, but it became

easier with every jump. “There were 
so many things running through my 
mind. I can’t really even remember a 
thing,” he said. 

Once a diver learns how to maneu- 
ver and control his body while drop- 
ping at about 120 miles per hour, 
there are different aspects of skydiv- 
ing that can be mastered. 

One of these aspects is known as 
relative work (RW). RW involves 
multiple jumpers moving relatively 
with each other, as the name implies. 
“You fly your body relative with the 
other people and can create forma- 
tions,” McCollough said. 

RW also consists of learning con- 
trol, approach and how to dock onto 
someone else, McCollough said. “It 
does take some finesse,” he said. 

“Accuracy jumping” is done for just 
that — accuracy. The jumper must fly 
the parachute so that he can come as 
close to a target as possible. 

Another popular style of parachut- 
ing is called para-ski. This involves 
combining skiing with parachuting, 
though they are not done together. 

An up-and-coming style of 
parachuting, according to McCol- 
lough, is freestyle skydiving. 
Freestyle jumping allows the jumper 
to do dance maneuvers such as lay- 
outs or somersaults. McCollough said 
freestyle is catching on rapidly. 

National championships are held in 
each of these categories every year. 

Shaughnessy said when he is sky- 
diving he feels like he is in a bubble on 
the air. “It is very peaceful and excit- 
ing. I don’t get nervous but I do get an 
adrenalin rush,” he said. 

McCollough said the experience of 
skydiving will be different for every- 
one, but for him it is a relaxing feel- 
ing. 

“Tt feels great to be a part of the

Animal contest canceled | 
because of litigation threat

The Sevier Wildlife . Federation 
(SWF) canceled its Predator and Pest 
Control Contest because of threats of 
litigation from the Humane Society of 


_ Utah and other lndividuals, said the 
president, ofthe SWF. . 
-The contest allotted: poitits 4 fore cer: 


tain predator and pest animals, their 
eggs and their young, said Paul 
Neimeyer, president of the SWF: 

The purpose of the contest was to 
take care of the overpopulated pest: 
and predator areas in Sevier County, 
said Neimeyer. 

- The Humane Society protested the 
contest on the legal grounds that it 
would commercialize wildlife and pro- 
mote cruelty and suffering to animals 
that have feelings, said Kathryn 
Brant, director of development for 
the Humane Society. 

“We have heard a few rumors that 
there may be some people who want 
to continue killing these animals and 
offer rewards for the animals, and so 
we are monitoring the situation,’ ’ said 
Brant. 

Presently, the Humane Society 
does not plan to file a lawsuit against 


the SWF or anyone else, said Brant. 


“Tt (filing a lawsuit) doesn’t appear to 
be necessary, but if the situation 
changes we will consider doing just 
that,” she said. : 

“The decision to terminate the con- 
test at this early date was a difficult 
decision for the officers of the federa- 
tion ... the federation is not capable of 
satisfying the tremendous legal costs 
that could have been incurred if the 
threatened litigation is: pursued by 
the various groups now attacking the 
contest,” said Neimeyer.

Sevier County,” he said. 

Baierschimdt said he wanted to 
commend the SWF’ spokesperson 
(Niemeyer) for the decision reached 
by his group. 

“In the future, we hope that Utah’s 
rural communities will explore more 
progressive methods of managing 


their wildlife populations,” Baier- - 


schimdt said. 

The Humane Society suggests the 
relocation of animals or the rebuilding 
of the animals lost natural habitat as 
alternatives to killing them, said 
Brant.

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Despite the Clean Air Act 


Pollution plagues many areas

The Clean Air Act, which first 
passed in 1970 to implement Con- 
gress’ directive to regulate air toxics, 
has not met all of its goals. 

The Annual Air-Quality and Emis- 
sions-Trends Report by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency indicated 
that ozone and carbon monoxide prob- 
lems continue to plague many major 
metropolitan areas. 

According to the report, approxi- 
mately 2.4 billion pounds of danger- 
ous pollutants are released into the 
air each year by chemical industry. 

These pollutants might cause high 
cancer risks for nearby communities, 
it said. 

Ozone pollution causes coughing, 
wheezing, chest pain and permanent 
lung damage. 

Carbon monoxide pollution inter- 
feres with the ability of blood to bring 
oxygen to the body’s tissues. 

Rep. Henry A. Waxman, D-Calif, 
chairman of the House Energy and 
Commerce Subcommittee on Health 
and the Environment, said in the 
statement that 28 new cities in the 
United States violated the Clean Air 
Act health standards for air toxins 
last summer. 

He stressed that the state with the 
largest quantity of air toxinreleases is 
Texas, where nearly 230 million 
pounds of toxic pollutants are esti- 
mated to be released annually. 

Seven additional states — Louisi- 





ana, Tennessee, Virginia, Ohio, Mich- 
igan, Indiana and Illinois — _ re- 
ported air toxic releases of more than 
100 million pounds yearly, said Wax- 
man. 

According to the EPA report, 
Utah, with 76.3 million pounds, is 
ranked 13th in the nation. 

In addition to 76.3 million pounds 
by chemical industry, Bob Dalley, 
manager of the air quality planning 
section of the Utah Health Depart- 
ment, said people in Salt Lake County 
suffer from 115,000 tons of air toxins, 
produced by highway automobiles, 
per year. 


Minimum wage legislation 
under fire from Sen. Hatch

The Minimum Wage Restoration Act 
that would raise the minimum wage 
to $4.65 per hour has come under fire 
from Sen. Orrin Hatch and the White 
House because of the possible losses 
of entry level jobs the act could cause. 

A House bill was passed last week 
raising the minimum wage to $4.55 
per hour, and is now going before 
Senate debate Wednesday, said Ed- 
ward Kennedy (D-Mass.) Press Sec- 
retary Paul Donovan. 

“T would be very interested in ex- 
ploring alternatives which would bet- 
ter target assistance to this important 
population of America,” said Hatch 
(R-Utah). 

“But I remain absolutely con- 
vinced, based on overwhelming evi- 
dence, that a minimum wage increase 
could jeopardize jobs for the very 
group of people we say we want to 
help,” said Hatch. 

Hatch Press Secretary Paul Smith 
said Hatch feels “employers are going 
to cut out positions and tend not to 
hire new people because of an in- 
crease.” 


“Entry level jobs are lost when the _ 


minimum wage is increased and the 
unskilled, inexperienced, and fre- 
quently disadvantaged workers 
rarely benefit, if are not actually hurt 
by increases in the minimum wage,” 
said Hatch. 

Kennedy, the Labor Committee 
chairman, sponsored the MWRA and 
has “promised” that the raise to $4.65 
an hour will be passed. 

“We're going to get this legislation 
achieved,” Kennedy said. “If it’s the 
judgment that it will be vetoed, we’ll 
override it.” 

The minimum wage had been $3.35 
per hour for eight years. 

“An increase in the minimum wage 
is long overdue,” said Kennedy. 

“(Sen. Robert) Dole (R-Kansas) 
recommended a 26.8 percent increase 
in the minimum wage, and yet infla- 
tion has eroded the current minimum 
wage by 38 percent,” Kennedy said. 

“The purpose of the minimum wage 
is an entry to the work force,” said 
Smith. “People who earned $3.35 
when it was introduced are no longer 
at that rate.” - 

Hatch backs the White House pro- 
posal of an increase to.$4.25 after a 
“training wage” of $3.35 has been 
earned for a six month period. _
